Robert  Esplin,  a freshman 
student  from  Nyssa,  Ore.,  has 
been  transferred  from  the 
campus  Health  Center  to  the 
isolation  ward  at  Salt  Lake 
General  Hospital  with  a con- 
dition described  as  a "tenta- 
tive diagnosis  of  Polio,”  it

| Late  News  Flashes 

CLEVELAND  (AP) — Locomotive  engineers  of  the  Western  Pa- 
cific Railroad  have  voted  to  strike,  but  .no  date  for  a walkout  has 
been  set,  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Engineers  announced  Wed- 
nesday. 

A.  F.  Kummer,  who  has  been  representing  the  brotherhood  in 
negotiations  with  the  Western  Pacific,  said  some  250  engineers  are 
employed  by  the  railroad. 

Cities  that  would  be  affected  by  the  engineers  walkout  include 
San  Francisco,  Salt  Lake  City,  Reno  and  Sacramento. 


RABAT,  Morocco  (API— Reinforcements  poured  out  of  Fez  to- 
ward  the  Spanish  Moroccan  border  Tuesday  to  put  down  a Berber 
rebellion  which  has  driven  the  French  from  one  post  and  threatens 
others. 

The  little  post  of  Immouzer-Des-Marmbucha,  65  miles  southeast 
of  Fez,  near  the  frontier  of  French  and  Spanish  Morocco,  was  aban- 
doned after  11  Europeans  were  killed  in  a surprise  attack  early 
Sunday. 

About  60  rebels  launched  a new  attack  Tuesday  morning 
against  the  French  post  at  Taforalt,  40  miles  fr<5m  Oujda  near  the 
Algerian  border.  They  were  driven  off. 

CHICAGO  (AP) — An  agreement  providing  for  pay  raises  was 
reached  Wednesday  by  the  nation’s  major  railroads  and  the  Brother- 
hood of  Railroad  Trainmen. 

- The  agreement  covers  an  estimated  175,000  workers  and  130 
Class  1 railroads. 

PHILADELPHIA  (AP) — Ford  Motor  Co.  announced  Tuesday 
inauguration  of  a seven  million-dollar  automobile  national  lo; 
program  to  spur  school  driver  training  classes.  Its  incentive  plan 
includes  a discount  to  Ford  dealers  on  each  car  loaned  to  a school.

BYU  Faculty  Members  Return 
To  Provo  After  Iran  Service 


Six  Brigham  Young  University 
faculty  members  have  rejoined 
the  campus  staff  after  serving  in 
Iran  for  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment. The  BYU  group  was 
sent  to  Iran  under  the  Point  Four 
program  with,  the  United  States 
Operation  Mission  to  Iran. 

Five  members  of  the  BYU  Edu- 
cation Department  and  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Sociology  department 
spent  two  years  working  in  the 
education  system  of  Iran. 


Members  of  the  group  were  Dr. 
Reed  Morrill,  chairman  of  the 
group,  Mrs.  Damais  Morrill,  Dr. 
A.  John  CIhrk,  Professor  John 
Payne,  Professor  Boyd  McAffee, 
and  Glen  Gagon. 


Dr.  Morrill  said  that  the  BYU 
group  was  the-  first  educators 
sent  to  Iran  to  work  with  the 
secondary  education  of  the.  coun- 
try. They  studied  grades  seven 
through  twelve.  Dr.  Morrill  head- 
ed a program  for  the  unified  edu- 


Indian  Enrollment 
Increases  at  BYU 
With  Scholarships 


With  the  newly  formed  Indian 
Education  Committee  now  giving 
25  awards  each  year  to  qual- 
ifying Indian  students,  Brigham 
Young  University’s  Indian  enroll- 
ment has  jumped  35  per  cent  ov- 
er last  year.  Dr.  Lyman  Tyler, 
committee  chairman  made  the 
announcement. 

There  are  34  Indian  students 
at  BYU  compared  with  12  last 
fall  quarter.  These  students  rep- 
resent 17  different  Indian  tribes 
from  10  states. 

This  enrollment  surpasses  the 
Indian  enrollment  of  any  other 
Utah  college,  and  inquiries  to  oth- 
er colleges  around  the  nation 
have  failed  to  find  another  school 
with  an  Indian  program  as  ex- 
tensive as  BYU’s. 

In  addition  to  the  25  Indians 
now  receiving  help  with  scholar- 
ships, there  are  nine  who  are 
working  their  way  through 
school.

He 
recently  returned  from  directing 
a three-year  mission  in  Iran  for 
the  United  States  Point  Four  pro- 
gram. 

BYU  was  invited  to  send  the 
team  to  Nepal  by  International 
Voluntary  Services,  non-profit 
organization  that  works  in 
operation  with  governments  of 
various  countries.
